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institute for European Health Services Research at Leuven 


Leuven University, Belgium, has created an 
Institute for European Health Services Re- 
search. The Institute will focus upon issues of 
health services delivery of broad interest to 
the European countries and, in particular, upon 
the issues growing from the expanding impli- 
cations of the European Economic Community. 

The Institute was created by the Department 
of Hospital Administration and Medical Care 
Organization, the Department of Labor Law 
and Social Security, the Department of Com- 
munity Psychiatry, and the Department of 
Medical Care at Leuven. Professor Jan Blan- 
pain, Director of Leuven University’s Depart- 
ment of Hospital Administration and Medical 
Care Organization, is the Chairman of the In- 
stitute Management Committee. A Scientific 
Advisory Committee of recognized authorities 
on health and social welfare policies will orient 
the research undertaken by the Institute. 

A number of individuals at other universities 
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and agencies have been invited to accept Fel- 
lowship in the Institute. Fellowship is based 
on evidence of the individual making a con- 
tinuing contribution to research and training 
in health services and social welfare in areas 
of direct concern to the Institute. Fellowship 
was established to create an organized relation- 
ship among such individuals and to provide a 
physical base in an essential European location 
which the Fellows may use when it is advan- 
tageous to do so in the furtherance of their 
own objectives.
